Lem Mulkin s is, we may safely say, a 
man of middle ag e; at all even ts is far 
from bein g an old man . 
He is n ot, to be 
sure, the frisky youth that he was kn own 
to be when he first carae to Dixon an d 
yet tho won derful improvemen ts that Lc 
has witn ess« , 1 in the history of the g reat 
west are worthy of a record. 
In fact 
Lem himself has a record that con n ects 
liis n ame with the history of our Stale 
improvemen ts. 
Like Garfield Lem was 
at on e time a bold n avig ator of the rag ­ 
in g can al an d it was while in that capaci­ 
ty that he assisted in tran sportin g from 
Chicag o to Meredosia the first railroad lo­ 
comotive that was rua west of the Alle­ 
g hen y moun tain s. 
We say that while 
Lem Mulkin s is still n ot old the fact that 
he assisted in startin g , so to speak, the 
first railroad en g in e run in this state, or 
the west, in dicates the remarkable pro­ 
g ress made by this coun try in less than a 
half cen tury. 
Illin ois has n ow n early 
six thousan d miles of railroad. 
Our fel 
low citizen assisted in placin g upon the 
track the first en g in e every started in Mis­ 
sissippi Valley. 
Mr. Mulkin s was then a 
small boy. an d bein g adriveron the can al 
for a packet compan y that hud a lin e 
from Chicag o to LaSalle, he accompan ied 
the steamer that took the en g in e down 
the Illin ois river to Meredosia, where it 
was placed upon the track of a railroad 
built out in to the coun try a few miles. 
Tn is pion eer locomotive was built by 
Grosven or, Ketchum A Co., at Patterson , 
New Jersey. 
It was brmig h* * y water to 
Chicag o, down the Illin ois ,*uu Michig an 
can al an ti down the Illin ois river to the 
n ew railroad where it was lan ded an d 
started in its first work. 
A half cen tury 
history of the locomotive would be an in ­ 
terestin g sludy. 
In a recen t address 
Prisideut of the British In stitution 
Civil En g in eers, Edward Woods stated 
that the locomotives of fifty years ag o 
con tain ed the essen tial features of those 
of 
to-day, 
the 
g reat improvemen ts 
wroug ht havin g been in con structive de­ 
tail. 
The modern en g in es possess at least 
four times 
as g reat steamin g power, 
coupled with sixfold weig ht. 
Comparec 
with a modern locomotive, the “ Plan et” 
type of 18 32 to 1836 had & weig ht of seven 
an d on e-half ton s in stead of forty-five 
ton s, a fire-g rate area of seven square feet 
in stead of twen ty square feet, an d a heat 
in g surface of three hun dred squaie feet 
in stead of on e thousan d four hun dred 
square feet. 
An almost in credible econ ­ 
omy of fuel has been effected. 
About 
fifty years ag o, for in stan ce, on e railway 
lin e con sumed twelve thousan d six hun ­ 
dred ton s per an n um, while a few years 
later three thousan d on e hun dred ton s 
sufficed for a con siderably g reater traffic. 
The tractive power has been in creased 
fivefold, an d all g radien ts up to on e in 
twen ty are n ow readily surmoun ted. 
Or­ 
din ary speeds have con siderably in creas­ 
ed, yet express an d special train s run but 
little faster. 
In track-layin g , a mistake 
of the early en g in eer was the use of ston e 
sleepers, makin g a road so rig id that rails 
were often broken . 
Steel has superseded 
iron for rails, at a presen t cost of on e-half 
that of the iron rails in 187 0, while the 
durability is abog t three times as g reat.

The n ext day he wen t to on e of tho ¡wipers 
an d offered them an advertisemen t, simply 
sayin g that a person of en tirely bad char­ 
acter had committed such crimes.

n ame, date or other in dication of ¡» ersoiiality 
was g iven tho advertisemen t was accepted 
an d in serted. 
Upon the followin g day an advertisemen t 
a p|» eared in the other paper to the effect that 
the person who in serted the first advertise­ 
men t oug ht to bo ashamed of himself for 
blacken in g the character of so g ood a man as 
so-an d-so—men tion in g the n ame an d abode of 
the person defamed—thereby callin g tho at­ 
ten tion of the Chin ese readin g public to tho 
libelous attack. The victim foun d that ho 
could obtain n o redress whatever. He could 
n ot brin g an action ag ain st the first paper, 
for there was n either n ame n or add ress g iven , 
an d he had n o proof whatever that it referred 
to him.

K ans as C ity , Mo., Jan. 13.—The Mis­ 
souri Pacific officials here state that the 
wreck is tho result of a third attempt upon 
the life of Dewitt, the eng ineer.

Whether 
tho Republican senato rs will present a pro ­ 
test to the actio n o f the Demo cratic majo rity 
in rejecting Lieutenant Go verno r Ro bert­ 
so n’s demand fo r the presiding o fficer's chair 
has no t been definitely settled. 
It was the 
purpo se to do so , but Wednesday afterno o n 
tho president pro -tem o f the senate filed in 
the circuit co urt o f this co untry an info r­ 
matio n in quo warranto as well as an applb 
catio n fo r injunctio n and o uster against the 
lieutenant go verno r. 
Tho allegatio ns are 
partly tho se o f his first suit fo r injunctio n 
against Secretary o f State Myers, to prevent 
the transmissio n o f the electio n returns to 
the speaker o f the ho uss. Smith wa3 defeated 
in that suit. He no w in additio n sets up that 
Ro bertso n hits unlawfully assumed tho title 
and duties o f the o ffice o f lieutenant go v­ 
erno r. The defendant is required to answer 
Thursday and sho w cause why a restraining 
o rder sho uld no t bo granted po inting argu­ 
ment. It is ex pected it will at o nce reach the 
supreme co urt, which will, it is suppo sed, 
render an early decisio n. 
Judge Ayres refused to issue the restrain­ 
ing o rder as prayed fo r witho ut no tice, but 
granted a writ upo n defendant to appear at 
9 o ’clo ck Thursday mo rning and sho w cause 
why such restraining o rder sho uld no t issue 
pending a final hearing o f the case. The in­ 
stitutio n o f this pro ceeding lias revived po p­ 
ular ex citement ever the situatio n, and it 
was the all-ab-o rbing to pic o f Co nversatio n 
Wednesday night in the cro wded ho tel lo b­ 
bies. The situatio n is regarded by clear­ 
headed o bservers as mo re critical than at any 
time since the pending co mplicatio ns aro se, 
and there are grave apprehensio ns o f what 
u few days may bring fo rth. 

Ro bertso n was seen by a co rrespo n 1- 
ent after the adjo urnment o f the Repub­ 
lican caucus.

Inquiry into the method of preparing tin 
delicious coffoo of Egypt—coffee served in 
minute cujw, oven smaller than the after 
dinner coffee cujw of France and of the same 
straight sided shape—brought to light the 
following facts: First, the coffee should be 
pure Mocha from the little island so near out 
in the Mediterranean—and, by the way, it 
is almost impossible to get the real article, 
since it is nil engaged years ahead. 
Then 
the coffis* is ground as line as flour. 
Next a 
small amount of the coff« *eaud t, I u* necessary 
amount of sugar are put into a brass or cop­ 
per vess* I Rhaped exactly lik e un ordinary 
baby’s tin rattle with the cover tak en otr of 
one of the ends. 
The cup thus formed 
and containing the mixture of coffee and 
sugar is tilled nearly full of water and i» 
held by the handle over the fire until the 
coffee boils, then it is withdrawn and allowed 
to cool n moment, and is then held over the 
fire and the coffee allowed to come to a Ixoil 
again; once more it is cooled and after tho 
coffee con left to a boil the third time it 
b 
ready and is poured into lift!« * cups. 
The 
brass coffee boiler generally holds enough for i 
two cups, though larger ones are sometimes 
used, some holding four cupfuls. 
The liquid 
is thick and brownish black with a light col­ 
ored froth on the top, and it is delicious. 
After the coffee is drank at th** bottom of 
t he cup remains about t hree teasiKxmsfuls of 
sediment that is lik e thick mud and is the 
coffee deposit. 
This coffee and a glass of 
water and an amber mouthpiece on the end 
of the ten foot long flexible stem of the 
narghileh are the sights above the tables in 
all direct. :s, and, searching below, we And 
scattered . ound the glass vessels half filled 
with water to which the snak y stem may be 
traced. 
TUK KARGHILEH. 
It is decidedly a lazy man’« smok e, as lh< 
tobacco is very mild md half an hour is re­ 
quired to get half a smok e, and how long a 
pipo will last no one k nows. 
An hour and 
a half is as long as I have srook txi on one, 
and then it was pufling away Instter than 
ever. 
It may tak e on inveterate smok er to 
enjoy one of these water pijw's, but when 
the inveterate does get one he obtains a real 
treat after he has gotten the hang of it and 
does not tire himself out drawing t >o hard. 
Smok ing a narghileh differs from other k inds 
of smok ing in that the smok e all goes through 
the water below and is thus purified, and 
also in the method, because in place of short 
puffs is substituted a deep breath and the 
smok o is tak en into the lungs. 
It is not pos­ 
sible to smok e the narghileh as a pij>e is 
smok ed, so that those fearing to inhale 
tobacco should never attack this water pipe, 
also called the “ bubble bubble,” which seems 
a very good name and appropriate, too, ne it. 
expresses the noise made by the separate 
bubbles os they rise to the surface of the 
water from the bottom of the vertical pipe 
that leads up to the tobacco. 
Tho natives tak e their coffee and n strong 
pull at the pipe, which is a regular piece of 
furniture, as soon as they get up in the morn­ 
ing, and seem to k eep at it all dav, too. 
They claim also that the narghileh is good 
for colds, and they deserve credit for having 
found an agreeable tiling that is good for 
any ailment and that will replace fried 
onions around tho neck of the unfortunate 
soul with the cold. 
The cafe is as great an institution with the 
people of the orient as it is with the French, 
and the warm climate mak es the shaded out­ 
door tables the popular ones, and they are 
crowded all day, whether along the Moham­ 
med Ali square and in the crowded business 
places or in tho back alleyways where the 
visitors sit 
o r recline on cane bottomed 
lounges and meditatively draw long draughts 
of peace. 
Where all these men get a living 
is a mystery, as thousands o f them seem to 
do nothing all day but drink 
co ffee and 
smok e. 
The shopk eeper in his little 10x10 
store smok es his narghileh while waiting for 
a^ customer. 
The thing is as necessary to an 
Egyptian as his hat, and possibly more so; 
and the comfortable expression on the face 
of one of these smok ing is good to see. — Cor.

The first essential requisite to success 
ill poultry k eeping is a good house for the 
birds to roost and Jay In. 
This 
h n neces­ 
sity at the south as well as in more vigor­ 
ous climates. 
For fowls to lay well must 
In* protected from rain and wind 
n s well 
as cold. 
The house need not be costly, 
but it ought to be w ater proof and well 
ventilated. 
A south and south east aspect 
is desirable. Cleanliness must l>e attended 
to. 
The plan for preserving cleanliness in 
the roosting house is shown in the above 
figure,which pre­ 
sents a side view. 
A broad shelf (a) 
is fixed at the 
hack of the house 
to catch thedrop- 
*fhugs from the 
pei ch (b ), placed 
four or fiveinches 
above it, a foot 
from the 
wall. 
The nests (c) are 
placed 
on 
the 
ground 
under­ 
neath and need 
plan for house. 
no top, being per­ 
fectly protected from defilement and also 
well shaded by the shelf (a), to the great 
delight of tho hens. 
The shelf may he 
cleaned every morning with tho greatest 
ease, on account of its convenient height, 
and slightly sanded afterward.

Vegetables Worthy of Trial. 
Results obtained the 
past sum m er by 
various m ark et gardeners mak e it appear 
that the Cory corn, a new early sweet 
variety of recent introduction, is worthy 
of trial, 
"'he Cory corn resembles the 
Early Marblehead in general appearance 
and is believed by many to have come 
originally from the same parent stock . 
This opinion is expressed by Vick , who in­ 
cludes it in his list of early corns. 
The 
special claim made for this is that it is the 
earliest of all k nown varieties. 
The while plume celery, while no longer 
new in the east, has not yet been gener­ 
ally disseminated. 
This variety differs 
from other sorts in that its stalk , heart 
and inner leaves are naturally white, and 
therefore ready for use us soon as it has 
attained sufficient size, w ithout hank ing 
up for bleaching. 
A curiosity in the way of corn is the 
self husk ing corn sent out last season by 
Peter Henderson & Co. 
Its distinctive 
feature is an inclination to strip itself 
clean of its husk s. 
The new potato, “ Empire State,” which 
vi hich was introduced by the originator of 
the “ Beauty of Hebron,” is a white, 
smooth sk inned tuber, of delicate flavor, 
for which is claimed prolificacy and en­ 
durance of drought. 


W intering Bee*. 
Dry, pure air and a uniformly warm 
temperature are two prime factors in the 
successful wintering of bees. 
Success 
also depends on a strong, healthy colony 
uud plenty of honey. 
Experience hus 
taught that the strongest colonies a t the 
beginning of the season will give the 
largest results. 
Many practical bee k eep­ 
ers still practice out of door wintering, 
though indoor wintering, in cold climates’ 
is generally considered preferable. 
Satis­ 
factory results have been obtained in win­ 
tering bees in a dry cellar when afire was 
k ept constantly in the room above. When 
this practice is followed, care must be 
Lik en t hat the hives are set on st ands some 
distance from the walls where they can­ 
not absorb moisture or be subjected to 
every jar from the room above t hem.

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The Progress of Ensilage. 
Ensilage has passed the cxperimen; 
stage and been adopted by 
so many f 
mers that it may be considered an tut: 
lished method among those who dev: 
themselves to dairying. 
In 1880 there 
were only six silos in the United State:., 
while now, according to a recent estimate, 
there are about 2,000. 
In this country 
ensilage has as yet, especially in the 
northern states, been mainly directed to 
the preservation of fodder corn in its 
green state. 
In the southern states the 
silo is not so much needed and is, there­ 
fore, of less frequent occurrence. 
Success 
has, however, been reported in preserv­ 
ing that im portant southern crop—the 
cow pea. 
The silos are built of brick , stone, con­ 
crete, wood, and some are merely earth 
trenches or pits dug in tenacious soil. 
The concrete silo is, doubtless, the best of 
all and represents the larger number built 
in this country. 
The doubts lit first entertained in regard 
to ensilage being healthful food iinpeurs 
to have given way before experience. 
Good ensilage given in conjunction with 
ordinary dry food, is good for both cows 
and oxen.
